Examination  of  previous  reports  shews  that  this  rate 
is  steadily  decreasing  and  this  can  be  regarded  as  a  satisfactory  index 
of  the  health  of  infants  in  the  area  and  a  Creditable  reflection  on  the 
excellent  services  rendered  by  the  general  practitioners  and  an  indication 
of  the  value  of  the  local  Maternity  Hospital.

Laboratory  facilities  are  still  provided  by  the  County 
laboratory  and  arc  still  highly  satisfactory. 

jf\mbulancQ  Eacilitios.  Tho  decision  of  tho  Ministry  of  Homo 
Security  that  the  Fire  Service  personnel  could  no  longer 
render  assistance  with  tho  ambulance  raised  a  very  difficult 
problem  and  throat enod  to  interfere  vdth  a  very  useful  and 
much  used  efficient  service.  Roprosentati vos  of  tho  National 

Fire  Service  organisation  were  met  but  failed  to  gee  tho  very 
cogent  arguments  put  forward  by  tho  ropr .isontativos  of  tho 
Council,  It  is  difficult  to  understand  why  one  Grovornmont 
D'^^partmont  should  upsot  an  arrangement  which  has  provicusly 
worked  smcrthly  when  this  Gov^rnmant  Dopartmont  i.o.  Ministry 
of  Health  is  asking  that  thoso  servicos  should  bo  provided. 

Nursing  in  tho  Homo.  Thoro  arc  throe  nurses  who  are  doing 
all  tho  out-door  maternity  work,  general  nursing  and  such 
other  public  health  work  as  may  be  requostod  by  the  County 
Council.  They  are  v'^ry  fully  occupied  and  this  work  has 
been  iosorving  of  the  highest  praise. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics.  The  anto-natal  and  infant  v^olfare 
contros  havo  continued  to  function  satisfactorily. 

Hospitals .  The  Lucy  Baldwin  Maternity  Hospital  has  maintained  its 
provipus ‘high  reputation  and  has  boon  taxed  to  capacity. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  where  required  still  go  to 

Green  Isolation  Hospital:  tho  servicos  are  satisfactory.

DIPHTHERIA  IMNISJ^TION 

During  the  year  the  number  of  chil'drcn  immunised  was  small  “but 
this  is  partly  explained  by  the  inability  of  my  predecessor,  owing  tc 
ill-health,  to  carry  on  his  previous  one rg otic  campaign  and  the  fact 
that  he  wished  to  carry  out  a  fairly  extensive  propaganda  camipaign 
before  starting  the  actual  work.  The  results  given  in  the  1943  ^-port 
will  I  think  be  a  satisfactory  answer.

IFSPIUTIONS  AND  MOTICPS. 

During  the  yoar  63O  visits  of  inspection  and  rc-inspection 
wore  paid  to  houses  and  other  promises  under  the  various  Acts,  Byelaws 
and  Regulations  in  connection  with  housing,  abatement  of  nuisances, 
infectious  diseases,  etc.,  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  resort  to 
legal  proceedings  during  the  year. 

INPFCTIOUS  DISFA^FP  AND  DISINFECTION. 

Details  of  the  various  nctifio-blo  diseases  ar*'  given  in  the 
Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  table  below  shows  the 
number  of  certain  types  as  compared  with  those  for  1941-

It  was  possible  to  givo  only  very  limited  attention  to  this 
matter.

The  total  consumption  of  water  for  all  purposes  as  registered 
by  the  meters  at  Mount  Pleasant  during  the  year  amounted  to  135»059»000 
gallons,  which  was  an  increase  of  6,927,000  gallons  as  conpared  with  that 
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for  1941 ♦
